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A  GOLDEN  MEMORY  OF  THE  TURF'S  GOOD  FELLOWS 

BY  BILL  SELLEN 


My  friend  Cliff  J.  Graves  must 
have  been  born  a  long  time  before 
me.  He  has  seen  50  Melbourne 
Cups.  I’ve  never  seen  one. 

Not  many  can  boast  a  half  cen¬ 
tury  of  Caulfield  and  Melbourne 
Cups,  Epsoms,  Metropolitans, 
Doncasters  and  Sydney  Cups  and 
Derbies,  but  he  has  seen  the  lot 
besides  tens  of  thousands  of  un¬ 
important  weekly  events.  All  of 
which  enables  him  to  write  a  lot  of 
Turf  stories  of  interest  to  the  read¬ 
ers  of  Tattersall’s  Club’s  Magazine. 

He  has  been  doing  this  consist¬ 
ently  for  40  years,  and  the  Club 
has  shown  its  gratitude  with  an 
Honorary  Membership.  I  know  that 
he  is  very  proud  of  this:  says  it  is 
more  than  an  ample  reward  for 
Honorary  Press  Membership  over 
a  period  of  50  years,  of  the  finest 
Club  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere. 

Cliff  dates  back  to  the  Club’s 
former  Pitt  Street  address  where 
a  Committee  member  was  Mr. 
Brian  Crowley,  father  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  Chairman  of  the  Australian 
Jockey  Club. 

Here  the  Secretary  was  spade- 
bearded  Bill  Oliffe  nicknamed 
“Dyed  Garments”  because  it  was 
suspected  that  although  he  was 
over  seventy  he  didn't  miss  a  grey 
hair  when  he  touched  up  his  beard 
with  a  little  dye. 

The  Secretary  was  an  enthusi¬ 
astic  supporter  of  his  Church  and 
he  often  told  the  story  of  how  he 
gained  one  of  his  most  profitable 
betting  tips  from  the  pulpit.  It  was 
Easter  Sunday,  and  the  text  was 
“who  is  this  that  cometh  out  of 
Bozra  with  Dyed  Garments?” 

In  the  Sydney  Cup  next  day  was 
a  horse  called  Dyed  Garments, 
quoted  at  10/1  and  his  mother’s 
name  was  Bozra!  What  else  could 
he  do  but  back  it,  and  home  it 
strolled  with  an  easy  win. 

Cliff  never  found  out  whether  it 
was  this  experience  or  the  dying 
of  his  whiskers  which  earned  the 
“Dyed  Garments”  monicker. 


Cliff  J.  Graves  was  an  intimate 
friend  of  the  late  Ben  Chaffey 
who  won  the  Derbies  with  Manfred 
and  was  given  the  Sydney  com¬ 
mission  to  do  on  Whittier,  then  a 
comparatively  unknown  three-year- 
old  for  the  1922  Caulfield  Cup. 
The  plan  was  to  back  him  in  Syd¬ 
ney  and  Melbourne  and  the  other 
capitals  simultaneously  on  a  Mon¬ 
day  morning  in  August. 


C.  J.  Graves,  a  leading  racing  editor  on 
numerous  papers  and  now  The  Daily 
Telegraph’s  track  specialist. 

He  got  £10,000  from  Jim 
Hackett  and  Sid  Baker,  at  33  to  1, 
a  total  of  £20,000.  Whittier  duly 
won  that  Cup  and  went  on  to  an¬ 
other  Caulfield  Cup  success  and  a 
Doncaster. 

You  don’t  see  them  around  any 
more,  but  at  the  Monday  settling 
at  the  Victorian  Club  in  Melbourne 
Jim  Hackett  paid  out  his  £10,000 
in  ten  single  notes,  each  worth 
£1000.  Cliff  hurried  to  the  nearest 
bank  to  put  them  in  where  they 
wouldn’t  go  astray. 


Cliff  J.  Graves  worked  on  many 
newspapers  as  Sporting  Editor  in 
Adelaide  and  Sydney  including 
“The  Sun".  When  he  joined  “The 
Sun”  in  1917  it  ran  no  racing  at 
all  except  acceptances  and  results. 

He  started  a  turf  interest  which 
ran  to  columns  and  now  to  pages. 

He  helped  to  start  many  new 
papers  including  “Smith’s  Week¬ 
ly”,  “The  Daily  Guardian”  and 
“Sunday  Guardian”  sold  to  Sir 
Hugh  Denison  for  £750,000  to 
merge  into  “The  Sun”  and  “Sun¬ 
day  Sun”. 

“Daddy”  Graves,  as  he  is  called 
in  Turf  circles,  has  for  50  years 
acted  as  newspaper  observer  for 
track  gallops  and  still  covers 
Randwick  for  “The  Daily  Tele¬ 
graph”.  He  selects  a  few  horses 
which  have  impressed  him  for  the 
Saturday  Telegraph  for  the  meet¬ 
ing  on  that  day  and  the  last  time 
he  did  this  before  the  appearance 
of  this  story,  recommended  three 
horses,  Roman  Consul  a  winner  at 
10/1  and  Shifway  and  Star  of 
Sheba  who  were  very  close  sec¬ 
onds.  The  next  week,  four  winners 
out  of  five,  and  a  close  third.  His 
juniors  say  early  rising  for  this 
job  is  why  he  enjoys  such  excellent 
health  at  nigh  on  80. 

Cliff  has  written  more  about  the 
Turf  than  any  rival  newspaper 
man,  but  was  never  a  “knocker”, 
and  that’s  why,  in  semi-retirement, 
he  still  remains  immensely  popular 
with  racing  folk. 

In  reply  to  this,  Ciff  says  his  job 
in  racing  circles  enabled  him  to 
meet  a  Golden  Memory  of  good 
fellows. 

And  where  do  you  think  so  many 
of  them  were?,  he  asks.  Of  course, 
in  good  old  Tattersall’s  Club.

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A  "QUIET"  LEO  O'SULLIVAN  WHO  GOT  TO  THE  TOP 


Leo  O’Sullivan,  number  1  AJC 
trainer  who  has  been  a  member  of 
Tattersall’s  Club  for  28  years,  is  the 
perfect  example  of  the  Quiet  Man 
who  makes  no  boasts  about  his 
achievements  on  the  Turf. 

A  casual  acquaintance  would  not 
realise  that  he  has  a  record  of  achieve¬ 
ment  which  supersedes  that  of  any  other 
current  trainer  member  of  the  Club. 

It  embraces  Cups,  Derbies  and  other 
classics,  and  some  of  his  training  feats 
with  lesser  performers  are  really 
fantastic. 

For  instance,  winning  five  races 
straight  and  concluding  with  a  victory 
under  an  elephantine  11  st.  1  lb.,  then 
selling  the  horse  to  America  for  an¬ 
other  five  wins  out  of  eight  starts. 

And  on  one  occasion  he  started  a 
horse  twice  in  a  single  day  for  two  wins 
at  Randwick  and  defied  critics  who  said 
such  a  greedy  policy  would  break  its 
spirit.  But  it  did  not,  and  the  horse  went 
on  to  win  the  biggest  sprint  in  Austra¬ 
lia  of  his  day,  the  Stradbroke,  at  Eagle 
Farm,  Brisbane. 

But  better  than  all  these  perhaps  was 
his  achievements  as  a  mere  stable  fore¬ 
man  transforming  a  potential  outlaw  into 
one  of  Australia’s  greatest  racehorses 
—  Heroic. 

Leo  O’Sullivan's  early  association  with 
the  Victorian  turf  was  extremely  modest 
as  a  jockey,  and  he  had  to  travel  far  to 
establish  himself  in  Mauritius  and  South 
Africa. 

Even  more  modest  was  his  retirement 
from  the  saddle  to  become  strapper  in 
a  stable.  But  he  had  the  shrewdness  to 
choose  a  stable  of  the  highest  renown  of 
the  day,  that  of  Cecil  T.  Godby  who,  in 
Victoria  40  years  ago,  had  the  most 
powerful  influence  on  racing  of  any 
training  stable  before  or  since. 

Bought  as  a  yearling  at  2600  gns 
Heroic  set  C.  T.  Godby  his  trainer  what 
seemed  an  insuperable  problem  break¬ 
ing  him  in  and  adjusting  him  to  racing. 
He  was  the  most  high-spirited  crank 
among  thoroughbreds  and  after  one 
episode  in  which  he  almost  staked  and 
almost  blinded  himself,  it  was  realised 
that  only  the  utmost  care  would  save 
him  from  disaster.  Leo  O'Sullivan,  then 
foreman  to  the  Godby  stable,  was  given 
the  task.  Leo  took  up  the  job  with 
patience  and  kindness,  realising  that 
such  spirit  as  the  colt  possessed  could 
not  help  making  him  a  champion  race¬ 
horse. 

Leo  would  spend  untold  hours  just 
fratenising  and  fondling  the  big  chest¬ 


nut  hand-feeding  him  grass  and  thistles 
as  he  picked  them  from  the  grassy  lanes. 

At  last  Heroic  became  amenable  to 
discipline. 

He  lost  the  AJC  Sires'  Produce  Stakes 
at  Randwick  when  he  refused  to  jump, 
but  this  was  his  only  breach  of  the 
O'Sullivan  discipline  —  and  Leo  wasn’t 
his  jockey  that  day. 

Leo  lost  the  charge  of  Heroic  as  a 
three-year-old  when  his  owners  were 
disqualified  and  the  horse  was  auctioned 
at  16,000  gns,  highest  price  ever  paid 
to  that  time  for  an  Australian  racehorse. 
Under  Jack  Holt,  Heroic  went  on  to 
great  achievements  as  a  galloper, 
and  later  as  Australia’s  greatest  sire 
of  winners.  But  for  all  this,  Leo 
O'Sullivan  alone  earned  the  credit  with 
his  earlier  efforts  to  subdue  an  outlaw. 


Leo  became  a  trainer  in  1934  and 
soon  earned  the  AJC  number  one  ticket 
to  train  at  Randwick  for  the  last  quarter 
century.  In  that  period  he  worked  his 
way  forward  to  classic  and  top  race 
standard  in  a  quiet  but  forceful  manner 
with  a  small  but  well-chosen  team  in  his 
stable. 

The  horse  with  whom  Leo  won  five 
straight  was  Gay  Vista,  who  also  landed 
Tattersall’s  Club's  1954  Carrington  and 
the  Challenge  Stakes.  He  finished  his 
sequence  with  success  in  the  Rosehill 
Railway  Quality  with  9  7.  The  rider 
was  Tommy  Hill,  now  a  successful 
trainer  of  Cyron  and  other  good  horses 
at  Randwick. 


After  a  spell  Leo  produced  Gay  Vista 
for  the  Warwick  Farm  six  furlongs  with 
11  1,  Bill  Cook  as  the  jockey.  Leo's 
commissioners  lapped  up  the  10/1  from 
bookmakers  who  doubted  his  capacity 
to  carry  such  a  weight,  but  Gay  Vista 
led  all  the  way  to  score  by  half  a  length 
and  his  time  was  marvellous,  1-12.9. 

Leo  was  very  kind  to  his  horses,  gave 
them  light  training,  and  the  11.1  ex¬ 
perience  did  not  hurt  Gay  Vista.  He 
could  see  he  would  be  weighted  out  of 
future  Australian  sprints  so  he  sold  him 
at  a  good  price  to  America,  where  he 
bobbed  up  fresh  as  a  two-year-old  to 
win  five  from  his  eight  starts. 

The  horse  he  started  twice  in  a  day 
was  Aqua  Regis  at  City  Tattersall's 
meeting  at  Randwick  in  October  1949. 
He  won  the  seven  furlongs  Welter  with 
G.  Moore  the  jockey,  and  two  races  later 
the  six  furlongs  with  A.  Podmore  up  and 
7  13  including  a  7  lb.  penalty.  The 
two  Stakes  totalled  only  £1237,  but  the 
owner,  Dr.  S.  G.  Kennett  and  Leo’s  men 
won  a  lot  more  than  that  at  the  3/1 
going  against  Aqua  Regis  for  each  race. 

Critics  said  running  a  three-year-old 
twice  in  an  hour  would  ruin  his  future, 
but  Leo  knew  his  horse,  a  stout  young¬ 
ster  by  Midstream  would  not  suffer.  And 
this  he  proved  when  Aqua  Regis  landed 
a  big  betting  coup  in  the  1951  Strad¬ 
broke  in  Brisbane  at  25/1. 

Aqua  Regis  was  a  very  well  bred  horse 
by  Midstream,  sire  of  a  Melbourne  Cup 
and  many  classic  winners,  from  Amiable, 
who  held  the  Australian  mile  record 
1  34f  until  long  after  she  had  retired  to 
stud  and  produced  Aqua  Regis. 

Leo  O’Sullivan  won  two  AJC  Derbies 
with  Summer  Fair  in  1961  and  with  El 
Gordo,  in  1966  and  Moonee  Valley  Cups 
in  successive  years  with  Gilltown,  1939- 
40.  After  his  Derby  win  Fair  Summer 
landed  the  Caulfield  Cup  of  1961.  Un¬ 
fortunately  he  was  an  unsound  horse 
but  with  great  care  Leo  was  able  to 
nurse  him  along  to  subsequent  weight- 
for-age  success.  One  of  Leo's  biggest 
Sydney  wins  was  the  1943  Doncaster 
with  Kingsdale  who  landed  a  huge 
betting  plunge  which  began  when  the 
weights  came  out  and  continued  until 
race  day. 

Association  with  such  a  champion  as 
Heroic  did  not  spoil  Leo's  appreciation 
of  lesser  animals.  Of  course  he  always 
hoped  there  would  be  another  such  idol 
in  his  stable.  He  regarded  Summer  Fair 
as  outstanding  at  three  years,  and 
believes  that  with  a  set  of  steel  legs  like 
Heroic  had,  Fair  Summer  would  have 
developed  form  which  could  have 
stamped  him  as  an  outstanding 
champion. 
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- LYNWOOD  COUNTRY  CLUB - — 

Following  the  advertisements  and  notices  that  appeared  in  the  Club  magazine  last 
year  and  the  mailing  of  brochures  and  application  forms,  it  was  anticipated  that  sufficient 
applications  would  be  received  to  enable  the  Country  Club  project  to  become  a  reality. 
Unfortunately,  this  was  not  the  case  as  insufficient  applications  were  received  to  enable 
negotiations  with  the  vendor  to  be  finalised. 

The  Country  Club  Committee  has  since  been  active  in  investigating  ways  and  means  of 
perhaps  bringing  the  project  to  fruition  and  recently  entered  into  discussions  with  another 
group  who  have  similar  ideas  in  attempting  to  create  a  country  club.  At  present  these  dis¬ 
cussions  are  continuing  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  arrangement  will  be  reached  between 
the  two  committees  to  enable  the  acquisition  of  Lynwood  to  be  finalised  and  then  con¬ 
verted  to  a  country  club  without  any  further  delay. 

Application  moneys  received  are  at  present  being  held  in  trust  pending  the  outcome 
of  these  discussions  and  all  concerned  shall  be  kept  informed  of  future  developments  as 
soon  as  these  discussions  reach  a  definite  conclusion.
